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BISSELL IS DEAD. 


Demise Recalls the Campaign of. 1884—Bosom 


Friend of Cleveland-Short Sketch of the 


Former Postmaster General's Life. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Oct. 7.—Wilson S. 


Bissell, former Postmaster 
General, 


died at 10:15 o'clock last night. At 
about noon he sank into a deep sleep, 
aM it was with difficulty that he was 
aroused at intervals during the after- 
toon for nourishment and medicine. 
The end came easily and peacefully. 


Mr. Bissell suffered from complica- 


tions thought to be akin to Bnght'a 
disease. 


On June 1 Mr. Bissell's trouble be- 


came so serious that he was sent to 
New York .to consult specialists. 


He was sent to his summer home, 


Bar Harbor, where he spent 
several 


weeks. He spent most of the time 
there in bed, and it was realized that 
his case was hopeless. In September 
he returned to Buffalo. 


The decedent was a close friend of 


ex-President Cleveland. In fact, dur- 
ing the campaign of 1884 he was fre- 
"quently referred to as "Bosom Friend 
Bissell." 'When they were practicing 
law together they were 
called 
the 


Damon and Pythias of the Buffalo bar. 
It was in the struggle between' Cleve- 
land and Elaine in 1S84 that Bissell he- 
came prominent in politics. He was 
one of'the chief directors of tiie Cleve- 
land forces, and to his sagacious man- 
agement the Democratic victory was 
largely due. 


In the Chicago Convention of 1802 


he was ee_ual in command with Will- 
iam"C.\Whitney. The lives of Mr. Bis- 
sell and Mr. Cleveland have run close 
together. 
'They squalled in their cradles at 
about the same time away back in t'ae 
'40s. Both came of fairly well-to-do 
tamilies, Bissell's- parents being per- 
haps the richer and sending him to 
school at Yale. Both were bachelors 


till they were 40 years old. Mrs. 
Cleveland and Mrs. Bissell are of about 
the same a^e, and the two girls "-also 
vent to school together. 


Mr. Bissell wa€ chief clerk i'n the 


office of Lansing, Cleveland & Folsom 
in 1870. When Mr. Cleveland was elect- 
ed'sheriff of Erie county he wanted 
Mr. Bissell to 
become his Deputy 


Sheriff, but the clerk thought he'saw 
better things ahead in the law line and 
declined. A few months after he be- 
came the law partner of Lyman K. 
Bass, and three years later Mr. Cleve- 
land joined the firm. The two men 
were seen together almost everywhere, 
and called each 
other "Wils" and 


"Grove." 
When Mr. Cleveland 
mar- 


ried the daughter of another of 
his 


law partners, Oscar Folsom, Wilson 
Bissell -was the best man, and when 
the former Postmaster General married 
Louise Fowler Sturgis in February, 
1890, 
Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland were the 


guests of honor. 


Mr. Bissell had wonderful executive 


ability, and made a fortune as counsel 
in big corporation cases. He was a 
great man" on contracts, 
and 
his 


quickness to form a sound judgment 
on important matters caused his ad- 
vice to be sought in many of the larg- 
est railroad transactions. He has been 
president of two railroads, and was at 
the head of the Buffalo 
and South- 


western, which he organized, for which 
he obtained the right of way and for 
whiclt'"fee conducted the appraisal by 
which the road was leased to the Erie 
and its stock brought up to par. 


He organized the Buffalo and Geneva 


Road, now a branch of the Reading 
system, procured its charter and was 
its first president. He also organized 
the New York corporation of the Le- 
ft igh Valley Railroad.

It is true that Eng- 
land is supporting Japan strongly at 
Pekin and Seoul, Corea, 
but 
it is 


thought here that England and France 
desire peace at any price. 


Germany is ostensibly neutral. The 


United States is chiefly concerned in 
her commercial treaty with China, to 
he signed October 8, but the Japanese 
press claims that America is ready 
to lend Japan her strong moral support 
sgainst any unfair encroachments. 


New Straitsville, 
Ohio, Oct. 7.—A 


sweeping order has been issued clos- 
ing nearly all the important mines 
in the Hocking and adjacent valleys.

given for this sweeping order has not 
been divulged by the powers that be. 
But it is alleged that the price of coal 
is not remunerative enough to war- 
rant them selling two tons of coal, 
where they can get the same price for 
one next winter, by restricting the 
output now. 


As a result of the closing of the 


mines 500 men are idle. This includes 
nearly all the wage earners within the 
corporate limits of 
JNGW Straitsville. 


t s the present selling price of coal in 
the cities is 13.75 per ton, it is prob- 
able that the rate will go much high- 
er when cold weather conies. By 
closing the mines now consumers will 
be forced to buy when the price Is ad- 
vanced. The miners here have worked 
less than half-time the summer, and 
are in no financial condition to endure 
a closing of the mines. The excuse of 
the coal trust during the summer was 
the alleged scarcity of cars; now it is 
"no. orders.'' 


The mines are closed; notwithstand- 


ing the statement of Mr. Winders, 
superintendent, a month ago that 
"the demand for coal was greater than 
their ability to supply it." 


The miners are dissatisfied and a 


strike would be no surprise.

RECORD BREAKING SPEED. 


Further Details of Remarkable Run Made by Elec- 


tric Car in Germany, News of Which Was 


Cabled to The Advocate on Tuesday. 


A Scripps-Mcllao cablegram to the 


Advocate yesterday told of the marvel- 
ous speed attained by an electric car 
in Germany that day. Here are some 
interesting 
additional details of the 


record breaking run 
received from 


Berlin.. 
J 
<t 


An electric car on the Marienfelde- 


Eossen line reached a speed of 125 4-5 
miles per hour Tuesday, or a kilometer 
more than the highest previous record. 
The machinery and roadbed were un- 
impaired. 
The cnsineers are d°ter- 


minod to try for even higher speeds, 
and even they are of the opinion that 
they will be able tn attain the rate of 
1!0 miles per hour. The current was 
between 13.000 and M.OOO volts, capa- 
ble of driving the car at the race oi 
over 200 miles. This power is reduced 
by transformers to about 450 volts. The 
car had four motor?, having together 
about 1,100 horse power. It was the 
car used in the previous tests this year 
and is constructed on the Siemens- 
Haiske system. Another car of some- 
what different equipment as to motors 
and transformers has been, built for ad- 
ditional high ppcctf tests. The lives of 
all on board tho experimental car were 
heavily insured. 


A large party of engineers, military 


mr>n and civilians galhered at Dallwit/;, 
where the highest points of speed are 
reported in 
theso experiments. A 


French observe'- said that the new 
sensation of tiie power of velocity in- 
spired by the car's flight was worth 
traveling from Paris to sec. 


There were 12 to 14 pYrsons on 


board the car, all technical men. They 
affirm that the motion of the car was 
no greater than that of an ordinary ex- 
press train. 


A curious phenomenon accompany- 


to determine all the problems of apply- 
ing electricity to rapid transit. The 
line is under the patronage of the Ger- 
man government. Four years ago Ger- 
man engineers formed the association 
for the study of high speed electrical 
railways. They soon began to experi- 
ment upon their own account, and lat- 
er the Prussian government turned, 
over to them tho little military road 
mentioned. It had a good road bed. It 
was nearly straight, and its grades 
were favorable to their tests. Its 
length, a little less than 14 miles, was 
sufficient. 


Upon this railroad it was proposed 


to run a trolley car 140 miles an hour 
if possible. If not they wanted to findi 
what was the fastest speed they couid,' 
make, and to study all the questions 
of speed, wind resistance, track wear 
and endurance and—above all—the 
economy of it al). 
They wanted to 


know what it cost to run each part of 
the machinery, to repair each, 
and each, foot of track. 


That was three years ago, and since 


that time this remarkable railroad has 
run a car first 87, then 96 1-2, and final- 
ly a few days ago. 117 miles an hour. 
That is the car ran for several miles 
at that rate and retained its speed un- 
til the curient of electricity was re- 
duced by the engineer in charge. 


The car adopted for these experi- 


ments was of a model borrowed from. 
America. It is like the ordinary rail- 
road coach used in this country, but 
in other respects the German engin- 
eers have sought to use only German 
machinery. 
The only exception to 


this is the use of American airbrakes. 


This car is about 60 feet long, and. 


travels upon a standard gauge rail. The 
wheels are 
unusually large—being 


over 4 feet in diameter, are arranged 
in sets of six to each truck at each end 
of the car. In these tracks the giant 
motors work directly upon the axles. 
These motors have a capacity of 750 
horse power each, which, running its 
full capacity- would, without resist- 


ic? the car is the continuous sparking 


of electricity from 'the six trolley arms.

Hanna told 
the voters of 


Ohio in his speech at Toledo on Wed- 
nesday, that if they returned him to 
the United States Senate he will make 
another effort to put through the ship 
subsidy grab. 
"That bill," he said, 


"died at the last session of congress, 
bi't if you will return me to the sen- 
ate I will do everything within my 
power to see that it is again taken up 
and passed."

METERS. 


Plumbers' Union, it is Said. Wants the 


Exclusive Right—Question for 


Gas Company to Solve. 


Several gasfitters who do not belong 


lo the local plumbers' union are com- 
1-laining because of the alleged dis- 
crimination by the Newark Natural 
Gas and Fuel company against them. 
•It is alleged that the gas company has 
or is about to give the plumbers' 
union the exclusive right to install gas 
meters in Newark, thus shutting them 
(the gas fitters) out.' The gas company 
announced Tuesday afternoon that no 
action has as yet been taken on the 
matter. 


One of the gas fitters told the Advo- 


cate that men of his cralt can not join 
the plumbers' union in Newaik. He

when and how Powers got the knife 
especially in view of the fact that ex- 
traordinary precautions have been ob- 
served all alon? to prevent him from 
getting access to weapons. The orders 
of County Judge Tates to the jailer re- 
garding the core of the prisoner are 
very stringent. 


Jailer Finley has bern suspicious for 


several days that Powers had a knife 
in his cell. 
Several searches were 


made of the ceil, but the weapon could 
not be found. Late last evening Fm- 
ley called Powers from Ms cell to the 
corridor, and upon searching the pris- 
oner's clothing, found flie knife. Pow- 
ers made no statement as to how he
